WAVERLY, Iowa, June 7. 

The capture of the noted Barber boys 
occurred ata farm house, four miles 
southwest of Tripoli. During the day 
they had been concealed in the barn 
of a German farmer named August 

Telegemere,and about eight o’clock last 

evening they went to the house and 

asked for some supper. Henry Tel- 
egemere, son of the farmer, recog- 
nized them and told his father, whom 
he instracted to alarm the neighbors. 
Henry remained at home to assist his 
mother prepare the meal. Several 
men, all of whom were Germans, ac- 
companied the elder Telegemere to his 
home. .They had no weapons but one 
shot gun which, it is claimed, was not 
loaded. Their intention was to sur- 
round the house and when the boys 
came out to spring upon them and se- 
cure them before their suspicions 
could be aroused. . This plan was baf- 
fled though the excitement of one man, 
who rushed into the house to secure 
the bandits, upon which both drew 
revolvers and began firing promiscu- 
ously, when Henry Telegemere 
sprang upon Bill Barber, knocked his 
hands away and caught him by the 
throat. The melee then became gen- 
eral and Bill was thrown to the floor, 
but managed to continue firing over 
his shoulder. Ike ‘escaped his pur- 
suers for a moment, and leaping 
through an open window began firing 
at the men inside. By this time sev-

It is Safe to Say that the Indians 
Will Lose Their Land. 
WASHINGTON, June 6. 

The Secretary of the Interior will 
shortly detail some one to visit the 
reservation of the Zuni Indians in 
New Mexico, for the purpose of ex- 
amining the .land around Mitra 
Springs, which has recently been in- 
cluded within the reservation limits 
by executive proclamation, and ascer- 
tain whether that land is really nec- 
essary to the Indians’ well-being. The 
land in question is that for which Sen- 
ator Logan’s son-and-law and others 
made application in the General Land 
Office some time ago, when it was sup- 
posed to be part of the public domain. 
It has been asserted that this land is 
of the most importance to Zunis, be- 
cause it contains springs which consti- 
tute one of their principal sources of 
water supply. The object of sending 
a special agent there is to get some ac- 
carale knowledge of the circumstances 
of the case for guidance in future 
action should any further action be 
necessary. The persons who made 
formal applications for the land in- 
curred considerable expense in so do- 
ing, and their claims it is thought, are 
entitled to some consideration. If after | 
investigation of the subject the De- 
partment shall be convinced that the 
Zunis do hot need the land and were, | 
as a matter of legal right, entitled to it, | 
the President’s proclamation may per- 
haps be modified. 


Thunder and Lightning—Electric 
Pranks in the East. 
New YORK, June 7. 

A severe rain and thunder storm | 
visited this city yesterday. Licht- 
ning shattered a number of — 
in this city and Brooklyn: Wm. 
Price’s residence in Brooklyn was 
burned. Tank 25 of the National | 
Storage Co.’s oil works in Jersey City 
was also struck. The tank is 50 feet 
in diameter and 30 feet high, and con- 
tained 4,500 barrels of oil. The light- 
ning passed entirely around the tank, 
and the rivets holding the roof were 
entirely torn out and the side of the 
tank cracked for a distance of seven 
feet, where the lightning left it and 
ran along the connections to the 
ground. The tank was not fired, al- 
though the sides were badly burned. 

WORCESTER, June 7. 

During a heavy thunder-storm last 
night the Holy Cross college was 
struck by lightning and fired in two 
places. One fire was put out promptly. 
The other was on thetop ofa tower 
130 feet high, and burned two hours. 


Indian News—Apaches Straggling 
Back te the Reservation. 
WASHINGTON, June 7. 

Adjutant-General Drum this morn- 
ing received the following telegram 
from Whipple Barracks, Arizona: 

Lieutenant Davis of the Third Cav- 
alry, after an examination of the In- 
dians recently surrendered at San 
Carlos, reports the Chibuahuas who 
surrendered belonged to Loco’s fam- 
ily and number two boys and 18 
wemen and children. Sixty days ago 
the Mexican troops surprised the 
hostiles in the southern Sierra 
Madres. This party of Indians was 
cut off from the main body and after 
the fight started for the reservation. 
One party went back to bring in Loco, 
but he was too old to travel and told 
them to come without him. All the 
Indians were together when surprised 
by the Mexican troops. Charlie Mc- 
Comas was with them and well 
treated. He was kept to aid them in 
case of surrender. The Indians knew 
nothing of General Crook when they 
left, but knew the country was full of 
troops and if attacked will fight until 
whipped and then scatter through the 
Sierra Madres. Most of them will at- 
tempt to work back to the reservation. 
Some expect no mercy and will keep 
up the fight and remain in the moun- 
tains as long as possible. They have 
no othér places to go to. The moun- 
tains in many places are inaccessible. 
Crook will probably not meet any of 
them before reaching the extreme 
southern Sierra Madres. 


Supposed Loss of Life by the Fall 
ef an Elevator. 
MILWAUKEE, June 7. 
Work on the Northwestern Marine 
elevator, which fell to pieces yester- 
day under the pressure of 160,000 
bushels of wheat, was continued this 
morning, but the bodies of seven 
tramps supposed to be buried under 
the ruins have not yet been found.

A Lively Season Anticipated 1 
the Trackee Hasi. 


In 10 days from the time 
the dairy — — 


Basin will be in full blast. W. 
Carpenter arrived at Truckee Fri- 
day evening, says the Republican, 
with 225 head of cattle, 115 of which 


were milch cows, Besides this he 
has another drove of about 240 head 
on the way here, fully one-half of 
which is composed of five milch 
cows. The stock was driven to Mr. 
Carpenter's range at the head of 
Trout creek, and they have already 
commenced making butter. The 
Perazzo brothers have purchased 
the Williams dairy and rented his 
range in Russell valley. Two hun- 
dred of their stock arrived from 
below Monday evening last and 
were driven to Russell valley, 
where they will dairy for the next 
six weeks, after which they will 
move to their old range near Web- 
ber lake. 

The drove which arrived on Mon- 
day numbered 272 head, fully one- 
COWS. 
In addition to this they have au- 
other drive of 200 head now on the 
way from below which will arrive 
some time next week. W. Wood- 
ward is now on the way and will 
probably be in this week. He will 
drive to his old range on the Little 
Truckee. Frank Fessler arrived 
last evening with 125 head, 80 of 
which were milch cows. He will 
dairy this year at the old range near 
Schaffer’s mill. Mr. Malby has 
123 head on Sage Hen creek. Jack 
Woodward has not left his ranch 
near Folsom yet, and will probably 
not be in for about two weeks yet. 
Isaac Comer at Roseville is getting 
ready to start for the mountains in 
afew days. The season is an un- 
usually early one for the dairymen, 
and we are informed that the feed 
is excellent in all the little valleys 
and swales. It is estimated that 
between 70 and 80 tons of fine 
mountain butter will be shipped 
below between the middle of this 
month and the first of November.

PROTECTING TROUT. 


A Fish Commissioner Who Means 
Business. 

The latter part of last week Fish 
Commissioner Dibble and Judge 
Keiser made a trip to Lake Tahoe. 
Mr. Dibble had been informed on 
good authority that the fish laws 
were constantly being violated, in 
that vicinity, says the Republican, 
and the object of their visit was to 


make a personal inspection. After 
enjoying a day’s fishing at Tahoe 
City, they took a row boat and 
went over to Sugar Pine Point. 
There they discovered that General 
Phipps had about nine hundred 
trout trapped in a little creek about 
three miles seuth of McKinney’s. 
Mr. Dibble gave Phipps forty-eight 
hours time to liberate the fish, and 
placed a mau in charge to notify 
him if the demand had been 
complied with. Should Mr. 
Phipps refuse to raise the 
trap, Mr. Dibble will at once com- 
mence legal proceedings against 
him. As no complaint has been 
made, it is thought the fish were 
liberated. The Fist Commissioners 
seem determined to put a stopto 
the open violation of the fish laws 
whic have been carried on 
for years t, and they should re- 
ceive the hearty co-operation of all 
law-abiding citizens. 


THE COST OF CATTLE. 
When the Wise Farmer Should 
Sell His Beer Animals, 

A breeder and feeder well known 
to those interested in cattle matters 
makes the following statement of 


the average cost of production of a 
steer of 12 months old, inciuding 
every needful expense from birth. 
He places the average cost of a good 
steer 12 months old, $29; two-year- 
old, $53; value of a one-year-old, 
$35; value of the two-year-old, $104; 
profit on the one-year-old, $6; 
oer on the two-year-old, $50. To 

eep the steer another year he adds 
$56 to the value of $104 at two 
years, making a saving of $160, less 
a saving of $35 worth of pork from 
9 or 8135. At t years 
he fluds the steer is worth at seven 
cents a pound, $154, a profit of $18 
on the last year. ‘The estimate 
shows a profit of $6 the first year, 
$50 the second, and $18 the third. 
If this is true wise farmers will sell 
their steers at two years old. Of 
course, stall-fed cattle are referred 
to.
